M o ntreal, Aug. 20.—Im m igratio n o f* 
flcials o f this po rt hav e go ae to Sher­ 
bro o k e and will be present in co urt 
twhen Thaw is bro ught befo re the m ag­ 
istrate. 
As the case standte it is pro b­ 
able tha t Thaw will be in the hands o f 
the U nited S tates autho rities by r to ­ 
n ight and all will be in readiness fo r 
bis being tak en back in custo dy to 
New Yo » k . 
Thaw m erely will be de- 
po rtedy ^s an undesirable i mini grant 
because o f his hav ing escaped fro m a 
lu n atic asy lum , the depo rtm ent o f ju s­ 
tice hav ing-ru led tha t Thaw and *liis 
co m panio ns canno t be ex tradited fo r 
m erely co nspiring to escape, as this 
is no t an ex traditable o ffense. 


Sherbro o k e, Que., Aug. 20.—H arry 
Thaw , slay er o f Stanfo rd W hite, who 
escaped fro m the asy lum fo r crim inal 
insane a t M atteaw an, N. Y., Sunday

C o m plaint was lo dged against him a t 
Co atieo o k o f being a fugitiv e fro m jus­ 
tice* and the eo urt o rdered that he be 
ta k e n to Sherbro o k e. 
His atto rney to ­

clien t liberated o n a w rit, o f habeas 
co rpus, tak ing the gro und that, acco rd­ 
in g to the co m plaint laid against him, 
T haw is sim ply charged^w ith hav ing 
escaped fro m an asy lum o n the o ther 
cide o f the line, which Is no t an ex ­ 
trad itable o ffense, and therefo re the 
au tho rities hav e no right to ho ld him.

Indianapo lis, Aug. 20.—A black bfll- 
bo o k which w as habitually carried and 
ten y ears o ld, o ffers the o nly tangible 
clue to the m o tiv e fo r the k illing o f 
Frank Falk , fifty -eight y ears o ld, a real 
estate dealer, who was sho t do wn in a 
dark spo t half wify acro ss the tem po ­ 
rary bridge o v er W hite riv er a t W ash­ 
ingto n av enue. 
The bo o k , in which 
Falk , carried 
v aluable 
papers 
and 
so m etim es much mo ney , acco rding to 
the family , is m issing. 
T here is no 
ev idence that any thing else was tak en 
fro m the m urdpred m an's po cfeeta 
Ev ery o fficer in tho detectiv e se c t* » 
o f the po lice departm ent is activ ely en­ 
gaged in seek ing ev idence which m ight 
thro w' light upo n the w hereabo uts o f 
the m urdered m an prio r to the tim e he 
was sho t. 
A bso lutely no pro gress in 
the case is po ssible until the ex act 
m o v em ents o f the m urdered m an are 
traced, acco rding to D etectiv e Laeuien- 
ant Kinney . W ith the ex ceptio n o f the 
disco v ery ' tha t the billho o k was m iss­ 
ing no t a So litary clue has been un­ 
earthed by the po lice. 
“At this tim e,” said L ieutenant Kin­ 
ney , “the case presents the m o st baf­ 
fling aspect o f any upo n which w e hav e 
ev er wo rk ed. 
T here is abso lutely no 
clue to * the identity o f the m urderer.” 
The m issing billbo o k suggests two 
theo ries to the po lice. 
One is that 
Falk was sho t to death by an enemy 
in o rder to o btain po ssessio n o f pa­ 
pers which m ay hav e been v aluable to 
the po ssesso r o f them o r to the m ur­ 
derer. The seco nd theo ry is tha t Faik 
was sho t to death by highway m en. 
Falk cam e to the city o nly recently 
fro m Bro wnsto wn, Ind., w here he had 
m ade his ho m e fo r many y ears.

Assurance Comes From the Provision­ 


al President of Mexico That Recent 


Sensational Dispatches From Mexico 


City Practically Carrying an Ultim a­ 


tum to This Government, Were Not 


Authorized by Him. 


W ashington, Aug. 20. — Regarding 
the Mexican situation, officials here are 
in a more optimistic frame of mind. 
The president and his advisers pro­ 
fess to hope even that their mediation 
plan may yet be approved by the Mex­ 
ican president. 
They are satisfied 
with the representations which Presi­ 
dent H uerta has made to Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, the American charge 
in Mexico City, and are willing to 
accept H uerta at his word when he dis­ 
claimed all responsibility for the state­ 
ments that an ultimatum had been 
sent to this government demanding 
recognition or the discontinuance of 
all diplomatic relations. 
The state­ 
ment on which startling dispatches 
from Mexico City were based is sup­ 
posed to have been made by Senor Ur- 
rutia, H uerta’s m inister of interior, to 
the newspaper correspondents at Mex­ 
ico City. 
Official dispatches received 
here said that this cabinet officer had 
been accused in Mexico City of being 
responsible for the announcements. 
While President H uerta’s disclaimer 
has been accepted by officials of this 
government, there is a strong feeling 
here that it does not afford an ade­ 
quate explanation for events in Mex­ 
ico City. 
It is felt that a more com­ 
plete account of the latest develop­ 
ments must be forthcoming from Hu­ 
erta before he can expect this country 
to believe that he had nothing to do 
with the issuance of the defiant state­ 
ment from one of his cabinet officers. 
Pending this explanation many offi- 
cials here will regard the entire inci 
dent as a “plant” arranged by the 
agents of Huerta, with his approval.

the same time giving the W ashington 
officials assurances of his good will 
and intimating a disposition ultimately 
to yield assent to the proposals Pres­ 
ident Wilson has communicated to 
him. 
The administration now has official 
records of statem ents made in private 
to the president’s confidential agent 
John Lind, which are directly contra­ 
dictory of statem ents authorized by 
President Huerta and published in 
Mexico City. 
The text of President H uerta’s reply 
to the American proposals fou media­ 
tion is being transm itted sloWly to 
W ashington in cipher messages. 
The 
second installm ent of the reply has 
reached President Wilson. 
This is 
the reply in which Huerta turns down 
this government’s suggestions. 
Huer­ 
ta’s reply is 7,000 words long and is 
written in a bombastic style that 
adopts all the flourishes of diplomatic 
interchanges and adds something to 
them. It is probable that two or three 
days more will elapse before the trans 
lation of the entire reply can be laid 
before the president.

house was contained in the statem ent 
that Leader Underwood is now willing 
to offer a more liberal compromise 
than was originally contemplated in 
the m atter of provisions dealing with 
the discounting of agricultural paper. 
Senator Owen’s announcement was 
unexpected. 
His 
Democratic 
col­ 
leagues on the committee expressed 
the opinion that the attitude taken by 
Mr. Owen had destroyed the last 
chance of general currency legislation 
at this session. Senator Owen did not 
subscribe to this view. 
“We are going to stay here until we 
revise the currency laws,” said the 
senator, “because it is an important 
and necessary work and 
should be 
done without delay.” The senator de­ 
clined to explain in detail his objec­ 
tions to the adm inistration bill.

Indiana’s Birth and Death Rate. 
Indianapolis. Aug. 20.—One hundred 
and fifty-two more persons died during 
the month of July than during the cor­ 
responding month of last year, accord­ 
ing to reports to the state board of 
health. The deaths in July numbered 
2,962, which is an average yearly rate 
of 12.5 for each 1,000 population.
